V. DIRECTOR’S REPORT/OLD BUSINESS

COVID-19 Update — SCMHC successfully transitioned to working remotely with
minimal staff onsite. The Clinic has maintained an identical service pace with the
same number of services provided as last year. Nurses continue to work on a two-day
rotating schedule to provide patients with their injectable medication. All services are
being maintained. We are now in the beginning stages of formulating a plan to bring
staff back onsite. Telehealth has been working well for most patients but we have
asked the clinicians to prioritize patients who need to come into the office to be seen.
Most patients do prefer telehealth services. Dr. Prezioso praises the entire staff for
the continuity of care during this Pandemic. SCAS will see clients by appointment
only, rather than on a first come, first served basis. Ms. McCarthy indicated there has
been an increase in relapses. Last year we had 22 overdose deaths in our county.
This year, to date, we have had 20 within the age range of 25-35. Dr. Lewis inquired
whether we are taking new patients and Dr. Prezioso responded that we are still
accepting new referrals. Dr. Prezioso informed her that an ACT Team has also been
established, partnering with Warren/Washington counties. Dr. Lewis commended the
outward-facing support being streamed through FaceBook Live and indicated that it
is a great resource for many people. Dr. Amyot would like to thank everyone for



doing a great job during these uncertain times. Mr. Stutzman shared feedback from
the hospital and indicated the process has been going very smoothly with regard to
making referrals and getting appointments with SCMHC.
